Decker 
Creek on the west shoreline will 
be accessible to boaters only 
and will include a shoreline 
boat camp and picnic áreas. 


MR, HARMSTON EXPLAIN- 
ed that the $7 State Recrea- 
tional Pass will be honored this 
year at the Deer Creek recrea- 
tional areas; otherwise a fee 
of $1 per day will be charged 
for their use.

Our efforts with the principal concessionaires and their lessors 
have borne little fruit. 


Specifically, we find (1) inadequate flush toilet sewage disposals, 
(2) inadequate number of privies to take care of the number of 


people who use the area, 
not being utilized.

HEBER CITY — The Wasatch County | 


Board of Health Thursday issued a ban 
against all overnight camping around 
Strawberry Reservoir. 

The ban, according to a spokesman 
for the board; came after the county 
board and State Health Division dis- 
cussed pollution of the reservoir. 

The spokesman said the ban came 
when health officials learned that camp 
and trailer site operators have not done 
anything to handle sewage disposal. 

Some camp operators have installed 
50-gallon septic tanks which meet neither 
state nor county health codes. 

The operators have been told for sev- 
eral years to put in adequate sewage dis- 
posal units, the county health board 
spokesman said.

Free Clinic Vaccine Available 


The Wasatch County Health 
Department will again have Im- 
munization Clinics every other 
Friday starting February 11th 
through May 25th, 1972. They 
will be held at the Court House 
in Heber City from 11 A. M, to 


12:30 P. M. for adults, pre- 
Schoolers, and kindergarten 
children. Other school child- 


ren will be bussed in. Children 
who are to receive an immuni- 
zation must bring with them a 
Vaccine Request Form with the 
correct amount of change in an 
envelope. Each elementary 
School child will receive such a 
form one to two days prior to 
each clinic.

This year the State Health 
Department made available 
Some vaccines to use without 
cost. The Red measles immu- 
nization and the polio vaccine 
(which is given by mouth) will 
be given without charge. Red 
measles may be a serious di- 
sease for children & may cause 
pneumonia and encephalitis af- 
terwards. Red measles is not 
German measles or Rubella 
which may cause birth defects. 
Red measles is also called Ru- 
Ђеоја or 6-day measles. This 


vaccine will be given Feb, 11th 


only. Polio vaccine wil not be 
given February 25th due to the 
fact that it might cause a Red 
measles immunization to be in- 
effective if given within two 
weeks. 


Polio has still not been com- 
pletely eradicated and those 
who are not immune may still 
acquire the disease. The U. S. 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare has reported 
that were 32 cases of paralytic 
polio with two deaths from it in 
1970 in the U.S. compared to 19 
cases the previous year. Please 
check your immunization rec- 
ords and if you have not been 
adequately immunized come and 
“play it safe”. 


Other immunizations to be 
given are DPT (diptheria, per- 
tussis, tenanus) DT (diptheria, | 
tetanus); Tetanus; Typhoid (all 
50c each); also Tick (Rocky 
Mt. Spotted Fever) for $1.00. 
There were 380 cases of this in 
the U.S, in 1970. No smallpox 
vaccinations will be given this 
year. There have been no cases 
in the U. S. and it is felt that 
the illness sometimes resulting 
from the vaccination outweighs 
the benefits from general im- 
munization.

Mr. Allen reported Strawberry Water Users will not 
allow anymore building in Strawberry Valley. 

Mr. Taylor reported it will cost $2,000 to rent 

100 portable toilets for opening week-end. He also 
stated that those who rent toilets, felt that ve were 
planning on more than is necessary. 

After some discussion Dr. Green recommended we cut 
the number of toilets required to 50 for opening day 
instead of the previous figure of 100. Also cut 
number required) sor holiday week-ends to 10 or 15 
instead of the’ previously mentioned. 

Mr. T ylor stated in order to defray cost of toilets 
Strawberry Water Users would like to charge a fee 

to fisherman. In order to do this they would need 
more help on opening day. hey would like help from 
our county sheriff department as well as the jeep 
posse. 

The garbage problem was discussed. It was suggested 
three large containers be purchased and placed in 
convenient areas around the lake. These containers 
when full, could be hauled to the county sanitary 
land fill. 

Mr. Taylor suggested in order to defray the cost of 
containers and hauling that W satch County pay 2/5 
Strawberry Water Users 2/5 and the State 1/5 of 

cost involved. 

Mr. Broadbent will check with County Commissioners, 
Strawberry Water Users will check with cabin owners, 
and Mr. Ware will check with the state in 2115 
matter.
